A report from B a sic says the tier 
man delegates at W eim ar advised the 
cabin et to reject the peace treaty. T he 
correspondent added that the expert!

opinion that the treaty should he re 
jected. 
The M ajority Socialists, the present 
dom inant political force in the German 
republic, are declared In late W eim ar 
advices to be more favorably inclined 
toward the treaty than at first, while 
th e C lericals and the D em ocrats of th* 
left wing are reported to be swinging 
In the sam e direction. One report from 
Berlin rep resen ts the people of th** rap 
ital as resigned to the future, desiring 
only to see th e treaty signed and th* 
suspense ended.

COUNTRY Or ROLLING HILLS 


The Drumlins, Between Syracuse and 
Rochester, N. Y., Make Exquisite 
Bit of Scenery. 


Between 
Syracuse and 
Rochester 
Ile* a country of hill*, known uh drum­ 
lins, which is one of the most beautiful 
and unique bit* of scenery In the 
postern United State*. 
'iii** term drumlin Is an Irish one 
and In applied to low, rolling hills «if 
glacial origin which exist In that coun­ 
try. and also in parts of New York and 
New England. 
This section between 
Syracuse and Rochester Is th** very 
heart of th** American drumlin*. 
Most American mountains and hill* 
were formed by violent disturbances 
of th** earth’s surface, and their rude 
origin Is reflected In their ruggedness. 
But the drumlins were built by tile 
great Ice sheet w hich once covered all 
of North America. 
The materials of 
which they are made were pushed to­ 
gether slowly by tile crawling glaciers 
molded arid tamped ami smoothed by 
die great ice fingers as n child makes 
mud pies. 
The drund’n* look as though they 
had been designed by some great In­ 
telligence with a sense of beauty, for 
they rise In smooth, gentle curves. like 
those of a perfect human body. They 
are remarkably 
uniform In height, 
usually a little less than 200 feet, and 
so 
smooth 
and 
lenient 
are 
their 
slopes that many of them are culti­ 
vated to their summits. Some of them 
are as round as half an apple, and oth­ 
ers arc long welts or nills. 
Scattered among the hills are a num­ 
ber of small lakes nod ponds, clear 
and pretty, aud there is good fishing in 
many of them. 
The drumlins are a 
fluorite playground of the people in 
Syracuse, Rochester and other nearby 
towns, hut they are little known be­ 
yond the counties In which they lie.
